Faster Phone Service 
Starts Here Sunday; 
New Directories Out 

Newly installed equipment will 
speed up telephone service in the 
Antioch area, starting Sunday, 
Sept. 10, J. M Littler, manager for 
the Illinois Bell Telephone Co., an- 
nounced this week. 

Faster service on calls between 
Fox Lake and. Lake Villa telephones 
and between Grdyslake and Round 
Lake will result from the new 
equipment, which will enable sub- 
scribers to dial from one town to 
another without first dialing a code. 

To make the improvements pos- 
sible, Littler said, it has been nee 
essary to change most telephone 
numbers in the four towns.

Antioch should have a hospital 
because it would keep more of its 
physicians in Antioch, attract more 
and better physicians to open prac- 
tice here, become a center for health 
for the lakes district, care better 
for emergency cases, both major 
and minor, ease the burden of tra- 
vel for friends and relatives of the 
sick, and, in event of calamity of 
war, aid the outlying Chicago hos 
pitals in caring for casualties. 

As the "Hub of the Lakes Re- 
gion," It would even aid in attract- 
ing ' business and persuading fine 
people to reside here.' - :- 

About 20 miles in any direction 
from Antioch there is a hospital, 
large or small, but all of them, Bur- 
lington, Kenosha, Waukegan-- and 
Llbertyville hospitals, are full to 
overflowing, often requiring beds 
in the halls to care for the very 
urgent cases that could not be ad- 
mitted to, rooms; This situation 
overtaxes all the facilities of the 
hospitals. It is hard to say how 
many beds Antioch residents occu- 
py, but certainty enough to keep a 
small hospital busy right here. 

It must be obvious to all that the 
energy required to travel so far and 
so often for treatment of hospital 
cases wiil ultimately discourage our 
active young physicians and sur 
geons, either forcing them ultimate 
ly to move nearer a hospital, or 
give up the greater part of their 
hospital practices as more mature 
age presents a physical barrier to 
its continuance. New, qualified 
physicians will seek out locations 
nearer hospital towns, as they have 
now been doing in the east half of 
Lake County for the past 3 years. 
Certainly, no full time specialist 
would set up practice in a commun- 
ity lacking a hospital 

One of the obstacles to the prac- 
tice of hospital obstetrics is the dis- 
tance a laboring woman must tra- 
vel. Many prefer the inconveniences 
and dangers of a home delivery be- 
cause of the long, fearful ride and 
the unnecessarily long waits made 
by time and distance. They want 
to be where their friends and rela- 
tives may visit them without sacri- 
ficing working hours or large taxi 
fares. To the more critically ill pa- 
tients this element is of even great- 
er importance. 

Our government is now embark- 
ing in a sea of fears about decentra 
lizing our resources in event of a 
war. Chicago is mentioned as a 
likely target for any bombing tac- 
tics any unfriendly nation may 
choose. Our own little hospital 
could be of unlimited help in eva- 
cuating city dwellers and caring for 
them until other facilities could be 
constructed. There is now a Hill- 
Burton hospital construction act 
which might even match funds 
with us in building a hospital. 

Last, and here, least important, 
a hospital in Antloch would at- 
tract business to this center of the 
lakes activities and would be a 
great attraction to people looking 
for a good community in which to 
makes their homes. New businesses, 
too, would consider a hospital a 
great asset. It would be a greater 
project if Lake Villa, Fox Lake, 
and all surrounding communities in 
i Illinois and Wisconsin woud be- 
♦come interested.

In a recent syndicated column, David Lawrence 
says: "Whatever the immediate significance of the 
Korean war, a profound effect has been produced 
upon the long-range military policy of the United 
States. Never again con America depend on that nar- 
row concept of a one-weapon strategy." , 

Mr. Lawrence then raises some very important 
points about which all our people have been thinking. 
Who is responsible for having deprived the Navy of 
Its status as a "fleet in being?" Who took away from 
the United States army its own airplane units capable 
of operating always with ground troops? Whose idea 
was it that land armies of the United States could 
fight without "armored divisions of tanks?" Who de- 



"The price of peace Is never inexpensive and 
the price of survival always is economic discomfort 
and sacrifice." 

Tragically and inexcusable the exigencies of 
domestic politics cut the ground from under national 
defense at the moment when decisive strength was 
needed. As a result, thousands of Americans will lose 
'their lives. 

The kind of criticism bneked with facts that Is 
now being leveled at those In control of the military 
establishment is too serious to gloss over, or attempt 
to muzzle with admonitory advice that it is ill timed. 
The confidence of the people in the wisdom of top 
military policy has been shaken. Only honest correc- 
tion of mistakes can restore that confidence.

of water poured into the fuel tank 
will cause the gasoline remaining at 
the bottom to rise to the level of 
the filtering element, allowing the 
car to run a few more miles. 

No harm will result to the fuel 
system of the car if the water is 
drained off by removing the drain 
plug at the bottom of the tank be- 
fore refueling. 

Called the "Oilite" fuel tank fil- 
ter, the device consists of an Oilite 
disc which forms the bottom of an 
inverted steel cup. The filtering 
disc is made up of small grains of 
bronze, moulded and sintered to- 
gether into a porous mass fine 
enough to prevent the passage of 
solid particles larger than .005" in 
diameter. The filtering element is 
tin-plated to prevent the fuel from 
coming into contact with the cop- 
per base material in the element. 

The entire unit is supported by 
two legs welded to the fuel tank 
so that the filter element is about 
half an inch from the bottom of the 
tank. Because of its location, the 
filter protects the entire fuel sys- 
j tern. In addition, the sloshing ac- 
tion of fuel in the tank continually

Demand for Gas Heat 
For Homes Will Not Be 
Satisfied Until in 1951 



Britton I. Budd, president of the 
Public Service Company of Nor- 
thern Illinois, reported today that 
during the great increase in subur- 
ban residential building since the 
war which resulted in rapidly ris- 
ing demands for gas for cooking 
and water heating, the company 
since 1946 had authorized 30,000 
customers to heat their homes with 
gas. 

This was due to three factors: 

1. A broad construction program 
by Public Service Company result- 
ing in extensive additional storage 
facilities and large size bulk dis- 
tribution mains. 

2. Conversion of the company's 
800 BTU gas service area to 1000 
BTU straight natural gas, thus in- 
creasing distribution capacities. 

3. Construction of additional fa- 
cilities by Natural Gas Pipeline 
Company of America in 1947 and 
1948 which resulted in the comple- 
tion of a second pipeline from Tex- 
as to the Chicago area. This result- 
ed in additional supplies of natural j 
gas being made available to Public 
Service Company. 

Despite this expansion in the 
company's gas service facilities, the 
demands for gas heat since the war 
have out-distanced the gas supply 
to such an extent that upwards of 
28,000 individual residences are still 
waiting for company permission to 
install their gas furnaces. 

As a result, there is no possibil 
ity of supplying gas heat to these 
waiting customers pending con 
struction of the proposed third 30 
inch natural gas pipeline from the 
Texas gulf coast to northern Illi 
nois. Completion of this line is now 
tentatively scheduled for the end 
of 1951. 

Restrictions on the use of gas for 
house heating, which have been in 
effect since July, 1946, are thus cer- 
tain to continue for at least an- 
other year even though the new 
pipeline from Texas, now under 
way, goes ahead on schedule. 

When the company is assured of 
completion of the new line, it is 
expected that those now on the 
gas heat waiting list can be au- 
thorized to install their gas burners. 
Any delays in the plans for com- 
pleting the pipeline due to the war 
situation would mean similar de- 
lays in getting gas heat for those 
on the waiting list.
